THEY GOT $2.50 
UN LEWIS SHARES 


Two Witnesses Declare at Mail 
Fraud Trial, This Was Re- 
turn on $100 Put in. 


ADVERTISEMENTS A GUIDE 


Promise of 200 Per Cent ‘‘For 
All Time” Alleged to Have In- 
duced Investments.

Women witnesses at thet rial of E. 
G. Lewis on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud, testified in the 
United tSates court, Saturday, that 
they had invested their savings in 
Stock of the Lewis Publishing Co. in 
the hope of receiving 15 per cent 
dividends and lost their money. 

Mrs. A. E. Stoner, 65 years old, 
Montvale, Va. testified that in 1908 
she sent $400 to the company to pur- 
ehase four of its 7 per cent notes. in 
December of that year she traded 
one of the notes to the company for 
one share of the preferred stock of 
the Lewis Publishing Co, 

She did this, she said, because of ad- 
vertisements in the Woman’s National 
Daily which said the company would 
pay a 15 per cent dividend in the follow- 
ing March. All she ever received, she 
said, was a 2% per cent dividend on the 
share of stock. She put in $400, and got 
back $2.50. ) 

On cross-examination she was asked 
whether she saw copies of the Rural 
New Yorker at the time that paper was 
attacking the Lewis enterprises. She 
said she did not, and added: 

“What I have told is just the truth.’’ 

Invests on Advertisement. 

Mrs. E. G. Hitchcock, 60 years old, of 
Ithaca, N. Y., testified that she bought 
one share of Lewis Publishing Co. pre- 
ferred stock in February, 1909. She did 
this because of an advertisement which 
appeared in the Woman's National Dai- 
ly, Jan. 26, 1909. 

This advertisement, as read in court, 
said that owing to the formation of the 
American Woman’s League, the com- 
pany was rapidly regaining its losses 
and would soon pay 15 per cent dividend. 
The advertisement further said that the 
starting of the Founders’ Chapter of 
the League would make the company so 
prosperous that it could pay 200 per 
cent dividends ‘‘for all time to come.”’ 

All that Mrs. Hitchcock received in re- 
turn for $100, she testified, was a $2.50 
dividend and an interim receipt, which 
she has been unable to cash. 

Mrs, Elizabeth A. Webster of Em- 
erson, Neb., a farmer’s wife testified 


that she invested $1210 in the com-] 


pany'’s 7 per cent notes. Of these 
$900 were of the unsecuerd issue. She 
also bought $120 of the preferred 
stock. All she ever received in re- 
turn, she said, was $3. Her husband 
invested $200 in the company’s pre- 
ferred stock. 

Mrs. Webster said she didn’t pay 
any attention to tables of figures in 
the Lewis publications, but placed 
her faith in Lewis’ statements. 

Investors testifying Friday said they 
relied upon the truthfulness of the ad- 
vertisements in buying the stock. They 
said they’ expected to get $15 a share 
on the stock purchased in the fall and 
winter of 1908 and 1909, but got only a 
2% per cent. dividend instead, and had 
never received anything else in the way 
of earnings on their investments. 

Questioned as to Circulars, 

The three witnesses who testified Fri- 
day were questioned closely by Lewis’ 
attorneys as to whether they had re- 
ceived letters or circulars from post- 
office inspectors. Two of the witnesses, 
J. C. Bertsch of Parsons, Kan., and 
William C, Ritter of McComb, O., said 
they had received communications from 
the postoffice inspectors stating that

$50,000 From 
Henry Bante, Alleging He 
Caused Separation Suit. 








Louis Bante filed a suit Saturday 
against his son, Henry Bante, in which 
he asks $50,000 damages. He alleges that 
his son prejudiced the mind of his moth- 
er, Charlotte Bante, and induced her to 
bring a suit for separate maintenance, 
which was recently decided in her favor 
by Judge Grimm. 

The, Bantes lived together for 45 years 
and have eight children. He has prop- 
erty at Ballwin, St. Louis County, said 
to be worth $20,000, and when his wife 
sued for a separation, she said he had 
failed to support her. He denied this 
and said he had ‘given her $1000 to in- 
vest for herself and had provided for 
her. 

On account of the age of the couple~ 
they are both more than 70—Judge 
Grimm .deferred judgment in the case 
for geveral weeks, and pleaded with the 
eight children to try to effect a re- 
conciliation.

Four pAsenene 
and 20 members of the crew, it is said, were lost. 

A life boat was found capsized. A woman clinging to the 
keel, who was rescued, declared that all the others in the crowded _ 


boat had been drowned. 

When the crash occurred petty of- 
ficers of the Oceana sprang to the hand 
pumps and the steam driven pumps 


were turned on at full speed. Passen- 
gers, men and women, waded through 
water from their berths in night attire. 
The Lascars, comprising a large part of 
the crew, were in a panic, and fought 
madly to get into the lifeboats. A pas- 
senger, a British army officer, seized a 
piece of iron and ran to a boat contain- 
ing a half dozen East Indians and beat 
them back to the deck, and stood guard 
while the officers of the Oceana piloted 
women into the lifeboats. 

The Lagcar crew fought with the pas- 
sengers, beating them over the heads 
with staves in an effort to be the first 
to escape. Officers of the ship then 
drew revolvers and threatened the Las- 
cars with death, and thus forced the 
panic- .-stricken crew to give way to the 
passengers. 

The excitement was so intense that 
many women were overcome and had to 
be carried to the boats. 

Lifeboat Ia Swamped. 

The first boat lowered was 

swamped and the passengers thrown 
into the water, but all were picked 
um The second boat was sinking 
when a lifeboat from shore reached 
it. Other lifeboats were sent out in 
reply to signals of distress. A cross- 
chamnel steamer saw the signals and 
immediately hove to and lowered her 
boats, on which many of the passen- 
gers were taken off. It was during 
this transfer that one of the small 
boats capsized. 
The bark Pisagua, after the crash, 
got under way with most of her 
headgear carried away. Later. it 
was reported that she had arrived at 
Dover, in a sinking condition, with 
several tugs in attendance. 

Wonsen Passengers Collapse, 

A score of passengers from. the 
Oceana reached Victoria Station this 
afternoon, clad only itn night dresses 
and pajama# and covered with dress- 
ing gowns and overcoats. 

Half of the number were women, 
most of whom were in a state of col- 
lapse. Some of them were without 
stockings anj@ shoes and some who 
had fallen inte the water during the 
rescue had been unable to change 
their clothing.

TEXTILE STRIKERS IN 
BATTLE WITH POLICE 


Five Men Arrested After Clash 
Following Removal of Cars

awaiting developments, and 60 policemen 
were On guard near the mill. Without 
interference the train moved up the 
track, but suddenly a crowd of about 
two hundred strikers surrounded and

IGURES compiled by the Post- 
F Dispatch from the records of 
the criminal division of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court for the year 
ending March 1, 1912, show that. of 
1197 persons convicted of felonies 
and misdemeanors, 257 were paroled. 
The paroles in most cases were 
issued after the persons had served 
short Workhouse sentences, but in 
some instances they were permitted 
to go free without being imprisoned 
During ‘the year, 276 persons were 
sent to the penitentiary from St. 
Louis. In the same time, 211 were 
sent to the penitentiary from Kan- 
sas City, whose population is 36 per 
cent of that of St. Louis, and 70 were 
sent from St. Joseph, whose popula- 
tion is 11 per cent of that of St. 
Louis, 
The number of penitentiary sentences 
in the criminal divisions of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court was much reduced by the 
practice of permitting persons accused 
of penitentiary offenses to plead guilty 
to misdemeanors and accept workhouse 
sentences, which-were later, in accord- 
ance with a@n understanding, terminated 
by paroles. 
T 257 paroles represented nearly 








one-half the mumber of persons 
sent to the workhouse for misde- 
meanors. The total number of work- 
house commitments was 526. The figures 
for both penitentiary and workhouse 


of minors who were sent not to those 
institutions, but to the State Training 
School. 

Of the 276 penitentiary sentences, 68 
were for larceny, 25 for robbery, 57 for 
burglary, 14 for burglary, 26 for assault, 
12 for murder, 11 for attempted burglary 
or robbery, 7 for forgery, 9 for election 
fraud and the remainder for various 
other offenses. 

Of the paroles granted, 122 were by 
Judge Wilson A. Taylor, 61 were in the 
division where Judge Withrow now pre- 
sides, but where Judge Hitchcock pre- 
sided until January; and 74 in the di- 
vision where, last September, Judge Ras- 
sieur succeeded Judge McQuillin. 

The parole law, enacted in 1907, gives 
the judges the powcr to release, on pa- 
roles, persons “of previous good charac- 
ter’ convicted of misdeméanofs, or of 
felonies other than murder, arson, crim- 
inal assault or highway robbery. 


N practice, it has been found possi- 

| ble to parole persons accused of

Louis. On nine more days the sun 
straggled out long enough to show it 
was doing business at its customary 
place. On 10 days it was relatively 
clear—that is to say, it was clear seven 
minutes for every three minutes it was 
cloudy. 
Mercury at Zero. 

The most flagrant misconduct of Jan- 
uary was its 50 consecutive hours when 
the mercury never got above zero. A 
iittle before midnight on Jan. 5 the mer- 
cury went to zero. It never got above 
that point until a little after midnight 
of Jan. 7, when it just managed to 
straggle above.and then fell back again. 
as it exhausted from its effort. ‘iiuat 
broke all records for continuous cold in 
St. Louis. 
In the matter of sunshine December 
was a greater offender than January. 
Un but six days of it did the sun shine 
for three-tenths of the time. On six 
more it was partly cloudy, while the 
other 19 days were cloudy. 
There were 303.4 hours in December 
when the sun could have been on the 
job. Figuring on this basis from the 
aciual number of hours the sun did 
Shine Montrose W. Hayes, the weather 
man, finds the sun did Only .s6 per cent 
of its possible duty. The average sun- 
shine, on this basis, for December is 46 
per cent. So it will be seen that the 
percentage was much lower than the 


normal.

There were only four days in 
which the sun shone for three-tenths or 
more of its possible time. There were 
seven partly cloudy days and 18 cloudy 
ones. 
The percentage of sunshine for the 
month was 34, while the average per- 
ceniage for February is 51.

The Feb- 
ruaries of 1875, 1895, 1899, 1902 and 1905 
alone have been colder. February of 
195 was the coldest on record, the mean 
being 23 degrees. February of 1882 was 
the warmest, the average being 45 de- 
grees.

Snow Breaks Records. 

The total snowfall for the winter was 
the greatest in history, 565.5 inches. 
February added to its other misdeeds by 
swelling this total with 21.2 inches as 
against the 13.2 inches of January. The 
only winter that ever approached this 
record was that of 1890 when the total 
was 43.5 inches, 

Even March, nominally the first spring 
month, has followed the example of its 
rredecessors. Of the first 12 days only 
three had been clear, while three others 
were partly cloudy and the rest cloudy.

FREE BRIDE FO 
NORTH ST. LOUS,.. 
ASSEMBLY PLAN 


Suggestion Favorably Considered 
by Conference Committée on 
East Side Approach, 


The special joint committee of the 
Municipal Assembly, created to consider 
sites for an East Side approach for 
the free bridge, has suggested a second 
free bridge at the foot of Mullanphy 
street. This bridge, with short ap- 
proaches on each side of the river, could 
be built complete for less than the east 
approach of the present bridge will cost, 
if the Gerhart or northeastern approach 
is selected, members of the committee 
declared. . 

Some members of the committe advo- 
cated selling the Chouteau avenue free 
bridge to the Manufacturers’ Railway, 
but others insisted that the city needed 
two free bridges, one for North St. Louis 
and one for South St. Louis. 

A bond issue would have to be voted 
by the people before a second free bridge 
could be constructed.

“We ought to have a bridge both in 
North St. Louis and South St. Louis. 
The volume of traffic crossing the river 
is #0 great that two bridges could be 
utilized to their capacity all the time, At 
the next meeting of the Assembly I am 
going t6 urge the building of another 
free bridge.”

At Sheffield many of the works have 
continued in operation during the past 
week only by the most careful hoarding 

* of coal, but even with this thriftiness 
more than 25,000 men in that city have 

* been discharged and on Monday it is 
feared that practically every factory in 
the city will be closed. 

Not only has the passenger service on 
the railroads been cut down, but the 
freight trains have been reduced to such 
an extent that it is impossible, almost, 
to ship any goods.

HE only regretable thing about 
T “The Adjustment, serious novel 
of English life, by Marguerite 
Bryant, author of “Christopher Hib- 
bault, Roadmaker,’’ is the adjustment. 
Not that the adjustment is disappoint- 
ing or at variance with expectation, but 
because the absorbing interést of the 
book,. sustained through 500 pages, is in 
the adjusting rather than in the ad- 
justment. The interest, in other words, 
is not particularly dependent upon the 
outcome, and although 500 closely print~ 
ed pages make a long novel, the ad- 
justment might have been still further 
deferred in behalf of more adjusting 
because when the adjustment has been 
completed there is nothing more for the 
adjuster to do, and the adjuster, in the 
person of Christina Massendon, after- 
ward Mrs. Desmond Stressborn, is such 
a very wholesome young woman that 
parting with her is not without a pang. 
Adjustment is necessary bécause 
Christina’s father and mother, ill-as- 
sorted, separate at about the time that 
Christina comes into the world and be- 
cause her father has wronged Chris- 
tina’s husband, This father of hers is 
a cynical society gambler who is rather 
likable even if one does have some 
doubts whether he is worth including in 
the plan of adjustment. Her mother is 
genuinely religious with a profound be- 
lef in the definite plannings of Provi- 
Gence for individuals and the duty of 
forgiveness, which she has transmitted 
to her daughter. Christina's husband is 
morbidly sensitive who has made him- 
self an outcast because of a forgery he 
committed, and expiated, to pay a debt 
of honor to Christina’s father. While 
the adjusting is going on neither Chris- 
tina’s mother nor her husband knows 
that she has established relations with 
her father and Christina does not know 
that her father is the man who wronged 
her husband. 

These situations are necessary to the 
working out of the adjustment and tne 
author shuns the temptation to create 
complications for the mere sake of com- 
plications.

| savings, which earnings alone may not 
be able to promise. Mr. Fowler does not 
consider the relation of average income 
to average prices for the necessaries of 
life as a base for beginning the scien- 
tific consideration of the savings prob- 
lem. When it is necessary to spend a 
dollar to live, the triumph of ‘‘econom- 
ics” is in learning how to save only & 
single cent out of that dollar in each 
case. Most people are incapable of this 
impossibility.

THE WILSON-CLARK CONTEST. 
The outcome of the Kansas Democratic con- 
vention, like that of Oklahoma, is favorable to 
Speaker Clark, but is at the same time an ex- 
traordinary proof of the popularity of Gov. Wil- 
son of New Jersey among the Democratic voters. 
Speaker Clark’s friends controlled the Kansas 
convention by a slender margin. This small ma- 
jority, it is generally admitted, was due to the su- 
periority of the Clark organization over that of 
Gov. Wilson. So strong was the Wilson minority 
in delegates and popular support that the Clark 
men were able to harmonize the convention only 
on a resolution indorsing Wilson as the second 
choice of the Kansas Democrats and instructing 
the delegates to cast their votes for him when it 
shall become apparent that Clark cannot be nomi- 
nated. : 
Kansas and Oklahoma are in Clark territory. 
They are neighbors of Missouri. It was the boast 
of Clark managers that Oklahoma contained 200,- 
000 Missourians who would carry the State for 
Clark. In the plans of the field against Wilson, 
Speaker Clark was selected as the best man to 
check the Wilson movement ‘and divide his 
strength in the West. The Clark vote in both Ok- 
lahoma and Kansas represented the combined 
trength of all opposition to Wilson.

BALLOON BUCKEYE 
FAILS'FOR LARM 
CUP BY 32 MILES 


J. H. Wade, Jr. Lands in Tree in 


Ozarks Ending San Antonio 
Flight. 


SALEM, Mo., March 16.—The balloon 
Buckeye I, in which J. H. Wade Jr. of 
Cleveland set out from San Antonio as 
pilot Wednesday night in an attempt 
to break the world’s record for long- 
distance flight, landed in a remote sec- 
tion of the Ozark Mountains, 24 miles 
from Salem,’ at'1 o’clock Thursday aft- 
ernopn. A heavy snowstorm compelled 
the landing. 

Wade and his aid, Thomas Cook of 
San Antonio, spent the night in a 
mountain cabin and walked to Salem to- 
day. When it was. decided to come to 
earth Wade estimates that he was at an 
altitude of 17,000 feet. In descending 
the balloon struck a tree top on a 
mountain side, but neither aeronaut was 
hurt nor was the balloon damaged. 
During the journey ground was sighted 
Only twice, and the balloon traveled 
through several rain and snow storms. 

The Buckeye traveled approximately 
665 miles, 32 miles short of the Lahm 
Cup record. The world’s record is 1193 
miles. 


FORMER GOV. HILL DIES 








BOSTON, March 16.—John F. Hill, 
former Governor of Maine and act- 
ing chairman of ethe Republican Na- 
tional Committee, died here today. He 
became ill early in the week with a 
heart ailment. 

Hill was born Oct. 29, 1855. He be- 
longed to ote of the most illustrious 
families of Maine and for years was a 
leading businéss man. He was twice 
married, his first wife being Lizzie G. 
Vickery, who died in 1893. Four years 
later Hill married at St. Louis, Mrs. 
Laura Liggett, widow of Hiram S. Lig- 
gett and daughter of Norman J. Cole- 
man, Secretary of Agriculture in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s first cabinet.

Senator, in East St. Louis, Thus 
Comments on Taft-Roosévelt 
Differences. 





William Lorimer, United States Sena- 
tor from Illinois, who will speak at 4 
Republican meeting in East St. Louis 
Saturday, was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter on his arrival Saturday morn- 
ing to state his views on the breach be- 
tween Taft and Roosevelt. 

“Everybody knows I am.not an Anar- 
chist,’’ Lorimer replied. 

Lorimer is a supporter of the Taft ad- 
ministration. 

Lorimer would not discuss‘ the Tatt-

ter he said: ‘1. am opposed to the !n- 
itiative, referendum and recall.” 

The Senator refused to talk of the pos- 
sible outcome of the senatorial inves- 
tigation of charges that bribery was 
practiced to accomplish his election. “I 
make a rule to say nothing about the 
investigation,’’ he sald. 

Asked if he would retire from politics 
if the Investigating, Committee should 
find the bribery charges true, he smiled, 
and said: 

“Why, they have been trying to drive 
me out of politics for 25 years, and'‘they 
haven’t done it yet.’’ 

Lorimer is touring Illinois with Len 
Smalleformer State Treasurer, who is a 
candidate for the Republican nomination 
tor Governor. 

The other candidates prominéntly men- 
tioned are Gov. Deneen, Charles F. Hur- 
burg and Walter Clyde Jonés. 

‘‘Deneen, Hurburg and Jones are So- 
cialists,’’ said Lorimer.

NEW YORK, March 16.—Goy. Hadley 
is the most enthusiastic of the cocksure 
Roosévelt boomers who have gathered 
here. for intimate conferences with the 
Culonel before he starts on his spear 
making tour. 

“Everything is satisfactory,” said the 
Governor. “‘Not one delegate has been 
chosen as yet for President Taft who 
was not conceded to him in all advance 
calculations. a 

“I believé the Taft forces claim. four 
delegates from Missouri. The fact is 
that in my State thére have been six 
delegates elected for Roosevelt, and 
none for Taft. In the Third District 
Roosevelt carried seven out of ten cotin- 
ties. In the Fifth District, where there 
was a direct primary, the vote was 5600 
for Roosevelt and 367 for Taft. Finding 
themselves outnumbered 15 to 1, % Taft 
men held a meeting in a grocery store, 
and named Taft delegates. 

‘In the Fourteenth District, which ex- 
tends along the entire State from east to 
west, Roosevelt has carried 10 out of 16 
cotinties, and despite these ‘plain facts; 
some newspapers carry only a report of 
Taft delegates being chosen. 

Calls It Misrepresentation, 

“When the Democratic newspapers and 
Taft papers stop trying to conceal facts 
like these, then it will be time to ask 
if there is any weakness in the Roose- 
velt campaign. As it stands, the mis- 


¥ presentation of facts simply shows who 


the Democrats are afraid of.”’ 

Leaders of the movement to renomi- 
nate Roosevelt held a long conference 
at the residence of J. West Roosevelt. 
Those who gathered to meet the former 
President were: 

Gov. Hadley of Missouri, Gov. Glass- 
cock of West Virginia, George W. Per- 
kins, chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Harvester Trust; William L. 
Ward, National Committeeman from 
New York and -boss of Westchester 
County; Senator Dixon of Montana, the 
Roosevelt national chairman; Walter 
Brown, chairman of the Ohio State Cen- 
tral Committee; former Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge, Alexander H. Revell, in 
charge of the Chieago Roosevelt head- 
quarters: Thomas <A. Niedringh 
treasurer of the Republican. 8 > 
mittee of Missouri; Ames Pinchot, Hen- 
ry L. Stoddard, Frank Munsey and John 
Young, National Committeeman . from 
West. Virginia. 

The only statement regarding the con- 
ference was by Col. Roosevelt, as fol- 
lows: “This is a gathering of the clans. 
Senator Dixon wanted to consult with 
me about any speeches I. might make 
during the campaign. He also wanted 
to meet some of the other leaders. I do 
not think it will be a long speech-making 
trip, but we talked over where it will be 
necessary for me to speak.”’ 

Admit It Wes War Talk. 

Others at the conference made no sc- 
cret that it was a war talk, and that 
they expect to carry the war to the 
Taft camp. One of the members of 
the conference said the Roosevelt 
forces believe President Taft has shot 
his bolt in the Southern States under 
control. of Federal patronage and that 
reports from now on will show the 
Roosevelt strength.
